THE new military master of 
Uganda, 45-year-old Major- 
General Idi Amin, has some 
serious disadvantages to over- 
come if he is to keep_on top 
after the overthrow of President 
Milton Obote. ; 

In Uganda's tribal complex he 
will need the support of the Ba- 
ganda, though he is not one 
himself, and the Bagandy have 
strong reasons for being anti- 
army. They are the biggest eth- 
nic group in the country — 
more than one million in a po- 
pulation of eight million — and 
are of Bantu stock. Amin is 8 
Moslem from the Nilotic north. 


- §o, too, are many officers in the 


Ugandan armed forces — as Was 
the better part of the Obote 
overnment, including the Presi- 
ent himself. 

When the Europeans first came 
to Africa they found the impres- 
sive and well-organised kingdom 
of Buganda ruled by a monarch

Uganda under thelr protection in

century, allowed him to maintain 
his traditional authority.

Amin was regarded as one of 
Obote's most layal supporters, but 
in October last year he was re- 
ported to be under house arrest. 
This was on the eve of the 
country’s eighth independence an- 
niversary, and shortly afterwards 
the U approved Obote's pro- 
posnls for direct prosidential 
elections. Tt was Obote's third at- 
tampt to get this measure adopt- 
ed: it was opposed even within 
his own party. The Baganda re. 
garded it as a charter for dic- 
tatorship. 

This wes only a month ago, 
but at the same time information 
from the report of the Ugandan 
Auditor-General .was leaked, and 
disclosed “financial ineptitude” 
amounting to corruption. 

Despite nationalisation of banks 
and other enterprises, : private 
businessmen were relieved at the 
flexibility shown by the Obote 
Government.
